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  I am trying to enter some seven wire strands:  one sample .6 and one sample ½” and I can’t decide 

which material code to use. When I calculate the area of these it doesn’t add up to any of the choices 

listed.  What do I need to choose. 

The official answer from Jamie is: 

It depends on the Grade of the steel whether it is Grade 250 or Grade 270.  If you look at ASTM A416 “ 

Standard Specification for Steel Strand, Uncoated Seven-Wire for Prestressed Concrete”  Table 1 lists all 

of the Nominal Diameters of the Strands which is what you listed Steve below (0.6 and ½”).  The area of 

the strand is listed in square inches in the third column.  

We usually only get Grade 270 in I believe which is what you have listed. 

0.6 Diameter will have 0.217 in² area     ½” Diameter will have 0.153 in² area
